TEHRAN, Jan. 19 (Agen- 
cies) — Millions of people mar- 
ched through Tehran and other 
cities Friday on orders of 
Ayatollah Khomeini for “a re- 
ferendum in the streets 1 ' aga- 
inst the government of Prime 
Minister Shatopour Bakhtier 
and for creation of an Islamic 
republic. 

• “Baktaiar is a slave with no 
wl of bds owe,’’ chanted mar- 
chers in Tehran, where ova a 
million people turned out. 
Others carried banner labelling 
Bakhti&r “the new American 
lackey." 

The mass marches, on the 
40th day of mourning for Till 
century Mortim leader .imam 
Husseic. were genercbB}f ^peace- 
ful except id Zahedan, where . 
pcfcce fired tear gas when mar- 
chers began fighting each 
other. 

The Tehran march ended at 
the Sbahyad Monument buiK 
to commemorate the 25th year 
in the reign of the Shah. The 
broad-based movement inspired 
by Khomeini forced the mo- 
narch to leave the country last 
Tuesday on an indefinite vaca- 
tion. 

In . Neauphie-ie-Chateau, 
France, meanwhile, Khomeini, 
said the huge street demonstra- 
tions throughout the country 
Friday bad effectively dethron- 
ed the Shah. 

The 78-year-old religious lea- 
der said on French television 
"the Shah is already dethron- 
ed and we watt take power 
through the legitimate referen- 
dum in the streets.” 

Khomeini said he would re- 
turn when he considered the 
moment; appropriate and aides 
said the timing of his return 
depended largely on the secu- 
rity situation within the coun-

BEIRUT, Jan. 19 (Agencies) 
— Backed by heavy aitiiery 
and jet fighters, Israeli forces 
Friday dashed north of UN. 
lines in south Lebanon and 
raided key Palestinian posi- 
tions and refugee camps in a 
two-pronged pro-dawn attack. 

An official spokesman at 
-the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization news agency Wafa 
said casualties suffered by the 
commandos and their Leba- 
nese leftist allies were 16 dead 
and il wounded. He said five 
civilians had also been, 'killed 
and tiwo others wounded in the 
five hour battle with the Is- 
rael forces.

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POWER STRUGGLE 

The Shah’s exile is by no means the cod ol his saga. 
His future will depend to a large extent on the performance 
of his successors in Tehran. A change of government, even 
regime, is often mistakenly believed to bring milk and honey. 
It doesn't. The new rulers in Tehran will also be working 
under she disadvantage of a wrecked economy to add to 
their problems. 

The prime minister. Dr. Shahpour BakMiar, is ruling by 
the skin of his teeth. He is only there because the army 
has decided to tolerate him. But the position of the army 
may not remain one of disinterested indulgence for long if 
the moderate opposition is overrun by the more radical group 
led by Tmam Khomeini. 

The Imam has already formed bis own “war council" 
and bos labelled the Bakhtiar cabinet illegal. He wants the 
Shah to return and stand trial and plans a referendum leading 
to the creation of an Islamic republic. For Iran, such a 
political platform is only possible for a man enjoying the 
security of die opposition — i.e. a man who does not have 
to put his words into action. But speaking from a govern- 
ment point of view, the Khomeini platform looks no more 
than rabble-rousing slogans that must give way to more res- 
ponsible attitudes once their holder is in power. 

It is difficult to see now if Imam Khomeini is far-sighted 
enough to realize that he has to adapt a more conciliatory 
attitude toward the former regime of which the army has 
been the backbone. Khomeini’s religious background and 
ultra -conservative politics may gjve the wrong impression 
that the man is living in a world of his own, that he is not 
equipped to tackle die problems of modernity. But people 
around him claim otherwise. He is surrounded by a select 
group of secular advisers most of wham are American-train- 
ed. His pronouncements on energy so far have been note- 
worthy even when one disagrees with them. There are already 
rumors that some people around him are using him. In fact, 
he may be the one using teem. 

The Imam's problem is not here. His greatest draw- 
back is the fact that he has spent the last 15 years in exile 
and that as a result he is not as well informed about local 
Iranian problems as he would Eke to think. Observers are 
tempted to draw parallels with Ahmad Ben Bella of Algeria 
who was outside the country during the revolution (in prison 
Airing its last years) that when independence came he quickly 
lost a power struggle with die then amiy commander Houari 
Boumedtaine. 

There must be opposition leaders in Iran today who resent 
the return of Khomeini to take over after enjoying the securi- 
ty of the holy places in Iraq, then a Paris suburb while they 
were being imprisoned, tortured and even killed. 

The fear of a power struggle and inevitable trouble in 
Iran may have been the reason all along why the big powers 
and Iran’s neighbors prefered the company of the Shah 
to facing the unknown. It is no secret that even neighbors 
whose political systems differed from that of Iran still sup- 
ported the Shah in power because the whole region needed 
a strong and stable Iran. Today, no one knows what will hap- 
pen next and bow the o»her countries in the area will be 
affected.

More U.S. bickering

WASHINGTON — . 

The Carter administration, 
facing the crisis in Iran and 
under stress in several other 
areas overseas, is beset by a 
new outbreak of biseaucratic 
inflating that some officials 
bdieve could hamper its for- 
eign policy performance. 

After more than a month 
of sniping between White 
House and State Department 
foreign policy officials. Presi- 
dent Garter issued a confiden- 
tial bat firm directive to his 
aides ordering that all foreign 
policy statements be cleared 
by Secretary of State Cyras 
Vance. 

Nevertheless, all present . 
signs point to a renewal of the 
internecine struggle between 
aides loyal to Vance and those 
loyal *o White House national 
security adviser Zbigniew Br- 
zeanski, a straggle that brou- 
. ght UJ5. policy making to a 
near standstill last spring. 

It was at that time that 
Vance and Btzezinski were 
locked in a struggle over how 
to deal with the Soviet-Cuban 
presence in Africa. That fight 
finally was resolved \rfiea the 
president declared hat Vance 
would be his principal spok- 
esman on foreign policy mat- 
ters. 

Now once again, trouble has 
taken another of its periodic 1 
twists, and the administration 
is gearing for a SALT U 
fight hi Congress. 

Acting under orders from 
foreign policy officials in the 
White House, a ranking air 
force general dispatched to 
Tehran to confer with Iranian 
milkary leaders was initially 
given instructions that would , 
have permitted him to bypass' 


tiie U.S. embassy in pirating 
his mission. 

It was not until Ambassador 
William Sullivan complained 
through channels to the State 
Department that the envoy, 
air force Gen. Robert Huyser, 
received revised orders requir- 
ing him to touch base with the 
embassy before meeting Ira- 
nian military leaders, the offi- 
cials sai<L 

Huyser, deputy commander 
of the Supreme Allied Com- 
mand in Europe, flew from 
Ins headquarters in West. Ger- 
many to Tehran on orxters 
from the White House. Public 
disclosure of the mission oc- 
curred in a news account that 
appeared to have been inspir- 
ed bv sources dose to Brze- 
zmskJ. 

On another front, work-in* 
level State Department offi- 
cials were angered over the 
evolution of the Guadeloupe 
summit meeting into a major 
foreign policy consultation 
.among the tap leaders of die 
United States. Britain, France 
and West Germany. 

Neither Vance, nor any of 
his aides, nor any of Vance’s 
counterparts In the foreign 
ministries of the other nations 
attended the summit, an all 
but unprecedeoed occurrence 
in recent times. 

When the summit was first 
tentatively scheduled during 
talks last October between 
American and French officials, 
the exclusion of State Depart- 
ment and foreign ministry pro- 
fessionals was explained on 
the ground that the session 
would be more an informal 
midwinter weekend m the Ca- 
ribbean than serious policy 
discussion. But the Guadelou- 


pe talks took on more gravity 
— with Iran, China, strategic 
arms talks with the Russians 
and the near crisis in Turkey 
all crowding the agenda. Dis- 
gruntled officials recall that It 
was none other than Brzezin- 
ski who worked out die ground 
roles for ttie conference. 

For the record, US. offi- 
cials lay prime responsibility 
for the exdusive format .of the 
swmrit to French President 
Valery Gfiscard cTEstaing. 
Breach sources agree that die 
general plan for a four-nation 
meeting limited to top leaders 
bears Giscard's characteristic 
stamp. 

But many American and Eu- 
ropean officials believe that 
the impetus for scheduling the 
meeting in early January came 
from Brzezm ski’s trip to 
Wertcrn Europe last October. 

A sharp Irony in the situa- 
tion is tint a key figure in 
working out the Guadeloupe 
amn^aients was Giscard’s 
closest aide, Jean Franco^ 
Poncet, who late hi Novem- 
ber was removed from eligi- 
bility to attend the summit 
conference by bring appointed 
foreign minister. 

According to mfonned sour- 
ces, Vance personally discuss- 
ed this aspect of the coming 
summit with Rtanco is B o n cet 
in Brussels shortly before 
Christmas. 

By that time it was obvious , 
that tile summit had taken on 
greater significance than ori- 
ginally advertised, and the 
now French foreign minister is 
understood to have ex pres se d- 
chagrin that the meeting 
wottid not be erdaiged to in- 
clude Vance, hmseif, and 
the other foreign ministers. —

pore’s foreign minister, at ai 
meeting of ministers from non- 
aligned countries held in Bel- 
grade last summer.) 

BELGRADE — 

We in the' Third World and 
in the non-aligned movement 
talk about world peace, about 
the need for amity between 
nations, about our overriding 
concern to prevent the world 
from sliding into a third world 
war. At the risk of sounding 
somewhat melodramatic, it is 
my considered opinion that the 
third world war has already 
begun — io the Third World. 

Though the foam is new, it 
is bwkaHy a war between the 
great powers, and is one fou- 
ght for the realization of their 
atrfoitioas and the promotion 
of their national interests. 

. The term “proxy wax” has 
been applied to these conflicts. 
Those who fight such wars do 
oot want to be proxies or be- 
lieve themselves to be proxies 
or wffingiy sacrifice men and 
materia* on behalf of the great 
powers and tixsr ambitions. 
But given the realties of an 
interdependent world and the 
technology of modern warfare, 
the odds are overwhehningjy 
■in favor of local conflicts be- 
ing converted into proxy wars 
— of being slotted iota the 
pattern of global warfare that 
the great powers have already 
drawn. 

In the eatiy days, when the 
proxy-war technique was in 
its experimental stage, armies 
of great powers were direct- 
involved in same of these 
proxy wars. But since then the 
great powers have learned &*/eb 
experience and have now so 
perfected the technique that 
direct intervention by a great 
power has become superfluous. 

Up to about 1970 there was 
nothing abnormal about the 
sale and gift of arms to Third 
World countries. Id was natu- 
ral that as more states became 
•odependeoi they should re- 
quire arms commensurate with 
their defense requirements. The 
quality and quantity of arms 
sogge&ed that what the sup- 
pliers and buyers bad m mind 
was defense. 

But after 1970, wCticb was 
also the period when *be idea 
of proxy wet was being pub- 
licly mooted and also when 
decolonization was nearing Rs 
end, the Sow of arms into the 
Third Worid assumed tidal pro- 
portions. The quality of anna, 
moreover, suggested that some- 
tiling more than defense of 
national frontiers was involv- 
ed. 

Over half the developing 
countries devote more than 10 


per cent of their ptririic spend- 
ing on mrfitery hardware. A 
quarter devote more than a 
quarter of their public spend- 
ing on arms. Some spend five 
times as much foreign exchan- 
ge on anus as on agricultural 
BBC&iaery which could mret 
.tite growingiy desperate need 
of the people for food. Last 
year the Third Worid spent Ss.2 
baton on the purchase of arms 
a,Tid mile or none of these . 
arpy; were used against alien 
.imperialist soldiers. 

Has dependence on a few 
(highly industrialized countries 

for arms is wb al makesJt pos- 
i sable for the great powm w 
convert focalized conflicts aris- 
ing out of indigenous causes 
into proxy ware. Mort of tnc 
wars now going on in the Turd 
Worid. and fought with, increas- 
ingly sophisticated ' weapons, 
can be intenrified or brought 
to a halt at the witi of the 
supplier. If and wbea 
great powers fed that they 
need a respite from the ten- 
sions of proxy w ars the y can 
do so by pimtag down the vo- 
lume of supply. 

1 well go one step further 
and suggest that the great pow- 
ers can create conflicts where 
none exist by the simple ex- 
pedient of supplying arms to 
one or many parties brooding 
over some real or imagined 
wrongs. Supply of anus to an 
enemy or rival immediately 
compels the others to embark 
on a ruinous arms race. Keep- 
ing up with unfrieodfy Jones is 
not only good business for 
arms st^jpliers but it is also 
an effective way of multiplying 

proxy wars. 

Our failure to recognize the 
reality and nature of proxy 
'wars will not only destroy all 
the achievements of toe non- 
aligned movement but also the 
movement itsellf. If we blind 
ourselves to this reality, then 
there is the possibility of the 
.movement itself being convert-, 
ed into 'an instrument for the 
spread of proxy wars and final- 
ly into a weapon for great- 
power warfare. 

We are told that neocolonial- 
ism and unperialniTi are still 
the enemies of the non-align- 
ment movement. One cannot 
disagree with this as a general 
statement, but the nature of 
ncoooltomaftism and imperialism 
needs redefinition. When the 
non-aligned movement was 
launched at (he find Afro- Asian 
meeting m Bandung, Indonesia. 
23 years ago. these terms mean? 
the liquidation of Western em- 
pires that held most of us, 
in their grip. There were fewer, 
than 20 independent countries 
from the Third Worid at Ban- 
dung. In tropical Africa there 
werer only two independent 


countries — Liberia and Ethio- 
pia. At the first non-aligned 
summit, in Belgrade in 1961, 
oidy 25 independent countries 
were represented 

Today there are some 110 
Third Worid countries in the 
United Nations and over 85 of 
them are in our movement. 

True .there are stifl 24 non- 
independent countries in the 
world. Apart from the coun- 
tries in southern Africa these 
are* Hide islands dotted ah 
over the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans. 

So imperialism and neocolo- 
nialism. as we defined these 
terms 25 yeans ago and which 
gave a sense of unity and pur- 
pose to the non-aligned move- 
ment. are inadequate to help 
us cope with present-day rea- 
lities. 

Tbday socialist powers de- 
nounce socialist nations and at- 
tribute to one another the im- 
perialist vices hitherto the ex- 
clusive monopoly of honest im- 
perialists. Similarly capitalist 
solidarity is cracking under the 
strains of economic rivalries 
and stresses within the system 
itself. 

To add further to the con- 
fusion U would appear that 
some Third World countries 
have - adopted many of the 
vices associated with the im- 
perialists of old while eschew- 
ing some of their virtues. To- 
day Third Worid countries are 
openly accused of imperialist 
acts of aggression against other 
Third World countries; of 
atrocities which atiegediy sur- 
pass any committed by earlier 
imperialists; of oppression of 
their newly liberated people: 
of racial and religious discri- 
tmoation and a great many 
other sms. 

The non-aligned movement 
\is put in the predicament, in- 
creasingly during the past few 
years, of having to align it- 
self with one or another of the 
contending factions. If this h 
the backdrop against which 
non-alignment has to operate, 
then it is only a matter of 
time before this movement fafis 
-krto disarray. 

The non-alignment move- 
ment has still a constructive 
and honorable role to play in 
In worid affairs. In the past it 
helped to bring freedoqi to he 
hundreds of moHdons subject 
to a colonial yoke. This was 
achieved at a time when its 
membership was small. 

But what of the future? With 
a bigger membership, our in-

WASHINGTON — Ti» 
■United States has just publish- 
ed the first-ever satellite image 
, map of- North Yemen* 

The color space view of the 
Yemen Arab Republic, made 
from satellite photos taken 
from 920 kikmetecs above the 

Barth, was released ffus mon- 
th by the US. Geological Sur- 
vey. 

The map is the first of its 
kind to be done of a country 
in the Arabian Fenimnda. 

The 1.5 x I -meter chart — 
with geographic names in Ara- 
bic and English — portrays 
die surface features of North 
Yemen in a coin: mosaic made 
from 12 photographs taken by 
a NASA Landsat Earth re- 
sources survey satellite. 

The map is the result of a 
cooperative venture by the 
Geological Survey. North Ye- 


Wbatever Peking’s thinking, 
the crisis escalated on Jan. 19. 
1955, when the communists 
captured Ikiaxtg, most remote 
from Taiwan of the offshore 
Islands and less than 300 kilo- 
meters south of Shanghai. Dut- 
ies considered this a “probing 
operation to see how far we 
«4U go. and when, if any, a 
point of resistance is reached.” 

As if to confirm the rule' 
that in diplomacy as well as 
in physics every action produ- 
ces a reaction, Duties there- 
upon produced the Formosa 
Resolution. Tims resolution au- 
thorized the president to use 
She armed forces to protect 
Taiwan and toe adjacent Pes- 
cadores, and to take “such 
other measures as he judges to 
be reqittred or appropriate" to 
assure their defense. 

This lak, deliberately vague 
phrasing was meant to convey 
Che idea to Peking that Ike 
ootttd use armed forces to pro- 
tea Quemoy, Matsu and otner 
offshore islands if u appeared 
an attack on them was (he 
beginning of an attack on Tai- 
wan. But what was contem- 
plated was not ati that defen- 
sive. 

Duties told the dosed-door 
foreign relations committee 
hearing that Eisenhower intend- 
ed to help Chiang hold Que- 
moy and Matsu, that unless 
this was done then, “in my 
considered judgement” the “en- 
tire situation wutt disintegrate 
to a point which is beyond toe 
possibility of recovery.” 

This was the line of reason- 
ing that led Duties to speak 
or ending up fitting "in the 
streets ot Washington" — or 
in World War ill. 

After the iniliai bombard- 
ment of Quemoy, Eisenhower 
had overruled the joint duets 
of staff, who bad voted (with 
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only army Geo. Matthew Rid- 
geway dissenting) to ask (1) 
toa* Chiang be allowed to 
bomb inland in China and (2) 
if an all-out attack on Quemoy 
developed, American planes do 
the same. 

But ■ the potential for holo- 
caust went even further; in 
Eisenhower's 1963 memoirs he 
wrote that in response to that 
recommendation he bad said: 
“We’re not talking now about a 
limited, brush-fire war. We're 
talking about going to toe 
•threshold of World War ill. 
If we attack China, we're not 
going to impose limiis on our 
military actions, as in Korea. 
Moreover, if we get into a 
general war. the logical enemy 
vriftl be Russia, not China, and 
we’ll have to strike there." 

Nor is there much doubt that 
any such war would soon have 
become a nuclear war. In the 
spring of 1955, Duties visited 
Southeast Asia and on his 
return told Eisenhower that 
“if we defend Quemoy and 
Matsu, we'ti have to use atomic 
weapons. They alone witi be 
effective against the mainland 
airfields.” 

In his memoirs Ike added: 
‘To this I agreed....” 

The chief Eisenhower admin- 
istration hawk was the joint 
chiefs’ chairman, Adra. Arthur 
W. 'Radford. He so alarmed 
senators that the question of 
who would “putt the trigger" 
resulted in an Eisenhower pled- 
ge that he (and not Radford 
or Chiang) would do so. if it 
were to be done. 

The Formosa Resolution 
passed the House. 410 to 3, and 
then the Senate, 85 to 3, The 
mutual-defense treaty was ap- 
proved by the Senate on Fed. 
9. 1955. 

The Formosa Resolution was 
termanaied by act of Congress 
on Oct. 26, 1974. in the era 


of post- Vietnam introspection 
and reexamination. The treaty 
wifi end after the year's notice 
just given by Carter. 

In retrospect it is evident 
that those two very strong per- 
sonalities, Chou En-iai and 
John Foster Duties, were en- 
gaging in a dud at “the brink 
of war,” as “Life” magazine 
headed its famous 1956 inter- 
view with Duties (conducted 
by James Sbepley, then Time- 
Life Washington bureau chief 
and now board chairman of 
“The Washington Star"). 

in the interview. Duties said, 
“the ability to get to the verge 
without getting into war is the 
necessary ait. If you try to run 
away from it, if you are scar- 
ed to go to the blink, you are 
lost." 

But in conducting his brink- 
manshiip, Duties was careful to 
“rdeastT Chiang so that he 
coittd not begin a “return to 
the mainland” and thus drag 
America into war. This was 
done in an exchange of letters 
requiring prior approval . of 
both Taipei and Washington. 

The 1954-55 crisis ended with 
Chou, at the Afro-Asaan con- 
ference in Bandung, Indonesia, 
puhtidy offering to negotiate 
wtEth the United States. 

This in time led to Sino- 
American diplomatic meetings, 
a tittn but useful thread of 
Wariungton-Peking communi- 
cation until Mao and Chou 
played “the American card” 
with the overture so avidly 
grasped by President Nixon 
and Henry Kissinger. 

In an important sense, can- 
cettation of the mutual-defense 
treaty with Taiwan is the pen- 
ultimate act in the Sino- Ame- 
rican story that began with 
Mao’s conquest three <V*^H** 
ago; the final act will concern 
what toe trwo nations do about 
Taiwan's “reunification" with 
the mainland. — (WP)
